Regarding claims 12-13, 16^17. the combination of Kanai, Ursson, and Takahata discloses aU the particulars except 
for the establishment of BPSK or QPSK modulation techniques depcndmg on the BER. However. Yamaura teaches the use of 
a either BPSK or QPSK signal modulation depending on the level of a BER measurement in a wireless system (Col. 14;40- 
55). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordmary skiU in the art at the time of the invention to mclude 
BPSK/QPSK modulation in order to reduce the number of errors within the system.*
